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supposition probable. The crook was not held in 
as mudi houor as the sickle, nor the tender of ani- 
mals as the cultivator of the land, A weapon like 
a flail was used in war, but Osiris was eminently 
peaceful and useful, and his emblems had the same 
character. 

The flail is the ordinary means of thrashing in 
Japan. It diflers in no essential respect from that 
of other oonntries. The illustration, from a native 
paintings shows that both sexes engage in the work. 

2. An ancient weapon used in war. It was a club 
swinging from the end of a long handle, like the 
mcrning-sCars of the London train-bands, thnse cen- 
turies since. 

A war club studded with iron spikes and mounted 
like a flail was found at Sakkarah, and is in the Ab- 
boit Museum of Egyptian Antinuities in New York. 

Flaka 1» A pfatform of slats, wands, or hur- 
dles, on which tish or fruit is placed to dry. A fish- 
flake, 

2. A stage suspended over the side of a ship for 
the convenience of the painters or calkers. 

FIai[ne--bridge. A wall rising from the floor of 
a furnace to cause the flame to impinge upon the 
bottom of the boiler- 

iname-en'gine. An eariy name for the gas-en- 
gine, in which the piston is moved by the exjtan- 
sion due to the sudden combustion of a body of gas 
in the cylinder.

Flang. A two^^winted miner's pick. 

Flange. {Macktitcnj,) A projecting rib or rim 
for strength, as a guide, or for attachment to another 
object. 

1. A strengthening rib, as in the flange of a flsh- 
bellied rail, or girder. 

2. A guide-Bangc, as in the rib of a car-wheel 
projecting beyond the tread. 

S. A festening flange, as on the end of pipe, 
steaiu-cylinder, etc. 
Flai^;e-joiiit A joint — such as that of pipes 
— where the con- 
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necting pieces have 
neiforated flanges 
by which the parts 
are bolted together. 
Flange-rail. A 
rail having a bent- 
up flange to kenp 
the whm ou the 
tiack. 

Flang'iiig — nui' 
chllle^ {Sheet- 
metal) A machine 
usually having two 
rollers so construct- 
ed and arranged as 
to bend over the 
edge of a piece of tin-plate which is passed between 
them. The modes of bending are known as lend 
ing, burring^ seamvig, flaa^finfft etc. 

In the example, the outer drcumferential comer 
of the lower disk is turned out rectangulaiiy, and 
the other disk has a peripheral flangte, which enters 
tile groove and fomra an out-tamed flange around 
the edge <^ the cylinder.

Flank. 1. {Gearing,) The acting surface of a 
cog, tPithin the pitch-line. The outer portion is the

2. (Arehiuaure.) The haunehot an arch ; the

8. The thin portion of a skin of leather; that 
which previously comed the flank of the ammal. 

i. (fMyieaivm.) That portion of a bastion 
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Flanging'Machine,

Flan'ning. (Building,) llie internal flare of a 
window jamb. The embrasure.

FlaA A hinged leaf of a table or shutter. 
An loM^ shutter has several pit*cc8, the principal 
one of which is the frtmt shuUer; tiie one which 
folds into and is concealed in the boxing is the 
bach'flap. 

Flap-tile. A tile with a bent-up imrtion to turn 
a comer or catch a drip. 

j«lap«valve. A valve which opens and shuts 
npon one hinged ade. A clack-valve. 

The common pump- valve consists of a disk of 
leatlier opening upward when the pump-rod de- 
scends, and has a leaden or brass weight attached 
to it. 

TlaxHng, Overhanging, as of the bows of a ship, , 
the top side forward. 

Increasing in diameter upward, as of an upwardly 
expanding ittu. Funnel-shaped, eonicaU IrvmgseU 
moiUhed, 

Flaah'er. (Steam,) A form of steam-boiler in 
which small bodies of water are irgccted into a heated 
boiler and flashed into steam, suflictent being injected 
at each time for one stroke. See Ifstaktakeous*

Flash'tog. 1. (Hydraulic Engitvemng,) Con- 
centmting a fall of water at one point, so as to in- 
crease the depth to allow the passage of a boat from 
one level to another, as at «. The rirver having a 
dam. across it and a sluice at one point, the sluice- 
gate is opened, and during the temporary increase of 
depth in the sluice-way the boat is drawn through. 

it is a very ancient device (see Sluice), and is 
still used in many countries with boats of moderato 
size. 

A memorable case of flashing is that when Licu- 
tenant4>)lonel Bailey rescued the fleet of gunboats 
on Red River after the defeat <^ the Union army 
under General Banks. The gunboats were /osAed 
over the Ms at Alexandria by means of a wing^lam 
marte of leg cribs filled in with stone.
